“He ha 
been adervast of the public for twenty-four years, 
during which time he attended to his duty, and had 
the honour of receiving the attention of the Houle. 
He mut prefume, after fo long a trial, if they had 
not a flatterigg opinion of his fidelity, thar they 
would not have appointed him tothe office which 
they hads.. Whatever their intention was ai pre.ent, 
he was refolved co be trne to himfelf, and therefore 
would not.fubmit or degrade, himfelf by a contention 
with the Agent of the Criminal. He would not en- 
ter into an altercation which might lead to the dival- 
ging of fecrets, which were alone in the poffeffion of 
the Committee. In fhewing that. he had fpoken 
truth, when he: had mentioned fome of ‘thofe words 
which occafioned the Criminal,.as be afferts, to com- 
‘plain, it would be neceflary for him to betray thole 
fecrets.. He had witneffes 10 produce again{t the pri- 
for.er, which would prove every thing that he had 
afferted, but thefe he would not venture to bring for- 
ward ; not that he had any doubt of their integrity, 
but he would not with to throw in their way the 
temptation of enormous bribes, to prevent them 
from giving their evidence; befides this, there was 
another. danger which they had to encounter, and 
which even their integrity. could not.guard againft— 
perhaps the ruin of their fortunes. He had no idea 
of majans {ugh facrifices 19. AyOid Me MBRAna except 
Where national fervice required it. If he fu ered, he 
awas refilved to fuffer alone. It was not a time of life, 
for hc had-now “dank into the vale of years,” when 
he was to feek for uaneceflary labour. Yet he did 
not with to decline: his office, and he would, with 
the permiflion of the Houfe, and God’s affiltance, 
purfue icto the end, He ledged himfelf;that_he 
would lay open fuch irrefiftible proofs-of corruption, 
fuch grof3 icheraes of, peculation, as would make hu- 
man nature fhudder.. Every,thing he faid of Nundu-

Op Monday evening, the Tragedy of Vimonpa, 
written by. Mr Macdonald, author of feveral other 
ingenious compofitions, was reprefented at our 
Theatre. If (as Milton fuid) to preduce a good 
‘T'ragedy is one of the higheft effurcs of human ge- 
nius, it is no wonder fo few have ‘ reach*d perfec- 
tion in a firff Effay.” Me Macdonald, however, 
from his invention and condugt of Vissonda, may 
lay claim to a very confiderable fhare of reputation 
as a dramati¢ poet. We have not time to enter in- 
to minute criticifin ; but, as the play appeared to us 
on Monday evening, we found our attention excited 
by a variety of firaations, which we then feldfhighly 
interefting, and which, upon further reflection, we 
venture to pronounce truly dramati¢e: The whole 
character of Vimonda ftrongly excites our fympa- 
thy, at the fame time that we are made to feel in a 


‘due degree for the unfortunate and generous. Alfre- 


da; which, confidering the relative’ firuations of 
thefe characters, is no mean proof of the {kill of 
the poet. The character of the Lover is happi- 
ly marked by tendernefs and fpirit nothing can 
be more animated than his challenge to his detamer ; 
of which, indeed, the audience teltified their warm- 
eft approbation. As to the language, various paf- 
fages might be pointed out that would reflect credit 
on the firft matters in compofitiun. Upon the whole, 
though perhaps fome objections might be made to 
certain incidents in the Fable, we are decidedly of 
Opinion, that, by the production of Vimonda, Mr 
Macdonald has difplayed the tafte, the fenfibility, 
and the vigour of the mind, which, aided by expe- 
rience in the dramatic walk, cannot fail to render 
him one of its greateft ornaments. 

Mr Woods, in chufing Vimonda for his benefit, 
has the merit of firft introducing the author to his 
countrymen on the ftage. ‘T'he piece was got op 
with every attention poflible, and the performers, 
without exception, exerted their utmoft abilities to 
render it-acceptable to an Edinburgh audience.
